Despite the reductions made in the per­ 
sonnel of the government departments af­ 
ter the war, figures given out by the civil 
service commission 
show 
there still are 
100,000 more civil employes of the federal 
government than there were in the year be­ 
fore this country entered the war. 
The 
comparative figures seem to indicate that 
the industry 
of 
government 
thrives on 
peace as well as war. 
The state 
department, 
for example, 
which required only 
2,700 
employes in 
1916, now has 4,000 names on its payroll. 
The state department carries on the gov­ 
ernment’s 
diplomatic 
correspondence, 
which must be pretty brisk just now. 
Pos­ 
sibly it is sending out dunning letters to 
our European debtors. 
The 
war depart­ 
ment would seem to have some notion of 
preparedness, for which the army has been 
scaled down to where it almost satisfies the 
pacifists, the department’s civil employes 
now number 14,000 more 
than 
they did 
seven years ago. 
The navy too, though it 
has been scrapping ships, has been taking 
on clerks; it has 7,000 more than in 1916. 
The Washington conference evidently did 
not place any limitation on this branch of 
naval armament. 
These figures, just a few of many cited 
by the commission, show how government 
grows and prospers. 
It’s a flourishing in­ 
stitution, employing this year 550,000 civil­ 
ians. 
T hat’s the federal 
government’s 
showing. State, county and municipal gov­ 
ernment swells the total to nearly three 
million.

The final designation of the north 
and south highway through Pettis 
county was made known here today, 
w’ien W. R. Painter, former lieuten­ 
ant governor, and S. K. Turner of 
Carrollton, were

CHICAGO, Oct. 2J.—The recent 
publication of Dr. Edgar J. Good- 
speed’s American translation of th* 
New- Testament reveals the explana­ 
tion of the curious charge widely 
made against the translator, of hav­ 
ing shortened the Lord’s Prayer. 
A 
Chicago news writer took the form 
of the prayer found in Luke, Chapter 
l l and declared that to be Dr. Good- 
speed’s version. 
This statement was taken up by 
various papers. 
The fact Is, the 
Lord’s Prayer in general Is found 
not in Luke. Chapter ll, but in Mat­ 
thew-, Chapter 6. The shorter Lukan 
form is never used in churches, and 
usually passed unnoticed. The Good- 
speed form of the Lord’s Prayer as 
given in Matthew, Chapter 6, shows 
no abbreviation of the prayer as It 
appears in the Latin vulgate, (the 
famous pater noster), the first Eng­ 
lish translation from the original 
Greek l>y William Tyndale, (1525) 
tho English revision 
of 
1881, 
the 
American revision of 1901, or any 
modern translation, as a glance at 
Page IO of the New Book shows. 
“Much misapprehension as to the 
English form of the Lord’s Prayer 
exists,” said Professor Goodspeed, 
w-ho is professor of P a tristic Greek 
and early Christian literature at the 
University of Chicago. 
“Many people 
think 
there 
has 
always 
been 
entire 
agreement 
among English translators on the 
wording of the Lord’s Prayer.. As a 
matter of fact in the whole series 
of English translations 
from 
Wil­ 
liam Tyndale (1525) until today, no 
two translations have entirely agre­ 
ed in the wording of the Lord’s Pray­ 
er and the book differs from all of 
them. 
It is most unfortunate that 
my translation of the prayer aa giv­ 
en in Luke should have been seized 
upon for comparison with the form 
made familiar to us by Matthew.”

lision between law? breakers and the 
enforcement officials.”

The laws compel the pay­ 
ment of the premiums demanded by 
the combined rating bureau of the 
companies and permits companies to 
make a profit not simply on their 
capital invested but on the volume 
insurance premiums they handle.

cific westbound passenger. 
He died 
twentj minutes 
following 
the acci­ 
dent without

ness. 
The car, side-swiped by the 
pilot of the engine was demolished. 
Mr. Warren was alone in his car. 
His injuries consisted of a frac­ 
tured skull 
and 
numerous 
severe 
contusions. 
The body was taken to the Coontz 
garage at Fourth street and Engineer 
avenue after it was viewed by Dr. E. 
F. Staats, Pettis county coroner. Dr. 
F. R. Morley was also called. 
It was 
afterwards taken to the Staley Un­ 
dertaking chapel where an inquest 
will be conducted by Coroner Staats 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
The car,

watch­ 
man’s shanty, which was at the time 
deserted, there being no watchman 
detailed at that place after 6 o ’clock, 
caving in its side and twisting the 
small structure from its foundation.

against a switch block, thirty feet 
trom the scene of the accident. 
Mr. Warren, practically all his life 
an active live stock dealer in Pettis 
county, was born in 1865 about four 
miles south of Sedalia and w’as a son 
of Mr. and Mrs. James L. Warren, 
Sr.

Johnson for President” movement does not 
amount to much. 
The chances are that it 
never will, since for some time the star of 
the California 
senator 
has been waning 
and it is unlikely to check its descent. But 
if it does stop sinking and begins to ascend 
in a w ay indicating that it may assume a 
commanding position in the political firma­ 
ment, we shall expect prompt and effecive 
action by President Coolidge. 
It used to be said that Mr. Coolidge was 
no politician, but it must appear to many 
observers that he has executed some pretty 
keen strokes since he was elevated to the 
presidency and thereby became automati­ 
cally a candidate for the 1924 nomination. 
Since that time various unfortunate things 
have happened to various gentlemen who 
seemed to be potential rivals of Mr. Cool­ 
idge for that nomination. 
Some 
of 
these 
things— the mess that General Wood has 
gotten into in the Philippines, for instance 
— have been strokes of luck for Mr. Cool­ 
idge and he had nothing to do with bring­ 
ing them about. 
But the canniness which 
he displayed in staying out of the coal con­ 
troversy and letting Gifford Pinchot tackle 
it all by himself was distinctly impressive 
and the result has been decidedly unfavor­ 
able to Mr. Pinchotks boom. 
Recently former Governor Lowden has 
bobbed up as a possible 
candidate. 
The 
president was 
somewhat 
puzzled at the 
time as to what to do about the western 
w heat growers 
who 
threatened to make 
serious trouble for him unless he did some­ 
thing for their relief. 
He decided to send 
a federal committee into the west to save 
the wheat growers by organizing coopera­ 
tive associations; and now he has made 
Mr. Lowden chairman of this committee. 
If the committee fails to meet promptly the 
expectations of the wheat 
growers— and 
this is the almost certain result— some of 
the blame may fall on Mr. Coolidge, but 
Mr. Lowden will be the man directly re­ 
sponsible and his presidential boom will be 
dealt a fatal blow. 
W hether it is Mr. Coolidge himself or his 
clever secretary, C. Bascom Slemp, who is 
arranging these little matters, the arrange­ 
ments are being made very skilfully. 
Re­ 
publican's who look like presidential possi­ 
bilities are being 
neatly 
but effectively 
knocked in the head. 
That being the case, 
Hiram Johnson, 
who 
is almost the only 
presidential possibility 
remaining, 
aside 
from Mr. Coolidge himself, had better not 
poke his head up too high. 
If he does, 
Mr. Coolidge may 
confer 
upon him the 
honor of taking charge of the federal pro­ 
hibition enforcement organization and ma­ 
chinery, and with that tough task on his 
hands Hiram’s political goose will soon be 
cooked.

LIG H T ON DISEASE. 


From the K ansas City Star 
A fortunate move has been made by the 
American 
Public 
Health 
Association in 
providing for the spread of information on 
disease through a central agency or clear­ 
ing house. 
The association is to be assist­ 
ed by the United States public health serv­ 
ice. 
From the agency will go out informa­ 
tion and assistance of other kinds to any 
community that may desire help in clearing 
up conditions that are unwholesome or in 
eradicating disease. 
Most disease is due to ignorance. 
Relia­ 
ble information often is the best preven­ 
tive. 
The service of providing such in­ 
formation for the largest possible number 
of people is strikingly 
illustrated 
in the 
successful efforts 
that 
have been made 
against tuberculosis. 
There was, of course, 
the light thrown upon the causes of this 
iisease near the close of the last century. 
&ut there was needed educational work by 
physicians, health workers, and especially 


such an agency 
losis Association. 
It is encouraging to note what has been 
done. 
About a century ago the tubercu­ 
losis death rate in the United States was 
more than 300 per 100,000 of the popula­ 
tion. 
By the year 1900 the rate had been 
reduced 
one-third, 
or to about 200. 
In 
1920 the rate stood approximately at IOO. 
It had been cut in half in 20 years. At pres­ 
ent the rate is considerably less than IOO in 
many cities. In Kansas City it was less than 
98 last year, a record to be credited in no I 
small part to work of the Jackson county I 
Anti-Tuberculosis 
Society. 
The 
rate 
among the white population of the city was 
only 73. 
Against many other diseases, especially 
diphtheria, 
scarlet 
fever, 
measles 
and 
whooping cough, there is important public 
work to be done. 
The individual in many j 
cases must be responsible for his health. * 
His primary need is accurate information.!

Do not ac­ 
cept gold or silver or copper money 
to put in your pockets, and do not 
take a bag for your journey, nor two 
shirts, nor shoes, nor a staff, for 
the w’orkman 
deserves 
his 
food! 
W hatever town or village you come 
to, inquire for some suitable person, 
and stay with him till you leave the 
place. 
And as you go into his house, 
wish it well. 
If the house deserve It, 
the peace you wish it will come over 
it, but if it does not deserve it, your 
blessing will come back upon your­ 
selves. 
And where no one will wel­ 
come you. or listen to you, leave that 
house or town and shake off its very 
dust from your feet. 
I tell you, the 
land of Sodom and

fare better on the Day of Judgment 
than that town.
